DOWN ON DRINK. 



Collector Yandell of the Second Dis 
trict has sent the following circular to all 
revenue officials under his charge: 

Collector's Ornci, > 
OwENsnoRO, October 3»th, 1897 ( 

<S>'w: It is expected of all revenue offi- 
cers in this district to refrain from drink- 
ing Intoxicants while they are under com- 
mission from the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, or under the Collector of Internal 
Revenue. Men who drink canaot attend 
to their owu business, muchjless the busi- 
ness of others. It is a rule among cor- 
porations not to employ men who drink 
or gamble, and if that rule will bold good 
among corporations it ought and must 
hold good among Government employes. 
You arc guardians of tne distillers' prop- 
erty, and while unler control you must 



officers to invite their friends to the ware- 
houses to take a drink This rule kept 
up for 313 days in the year will amount to 
a considerable sum. not only to the dis- 
tiller, but to the Government as well. If 
this bos been going on under your super- 
vision it oupht and must be stopped. It 
is not the intention of the Collector to 
have men of this character in the service, 
but should a mistake be made, and they 
should receive appointment, thty will be 
weeded out as fast as possible 

If you want to drink or gamble send in 
your resignation beforehand, and then 
you can drink and gamble on your own 
responsibility. Preserve this in order 
that you may not forget it Respectfully, 
1 J. Yandell.

The circumstances under which Mr. 
Stanton became a member of the Buch 
anan Cabinet and the work he did there 
for the Cnioo are not told fully in the bi- 
ographies. A brother in law of Mr. Stan- 
ton, Mr. Wolcott. is the authority given 
for the story about to be told, every 
word of which it believed in Steubenvillc. 

At the time Mr. Stanton, then a life long 
Democrat, was asked to become a mem 
ber of it, the BuchanaD Cabinet was 
composed of Caai, in the State Depart 
ment: Cobb, in the Treasury: Black, as 
Attorney General; Thompson, in the In 
terior Department. Floyd, as Secretary 
of War; Toucey, as Secretary of the 
N*vy, ami Holt, as Postmaster General. 

•In this Cabinet," to use the words of 
cue who was the friend of Stanton from 
boyhood, "there J/ere traitors, both ac- 
tive and passive Buchanan was not a 
traitor himself, but a weak, irresolute 
old man, bound hand and foot by those 
in his Cabinet who were. Floyd had di 
persed the army to different and distant 
points, so as to make it unavi 
the Capital. Toucey had scattered the 
Navy to different and distant parts of the 
world, so that it could not be collected 
for months Thompsnn had stolen mor« 
than 11,000,000 in Indian bonds, Cobt 
hsd the Treasury empty, and the rebels 
were in arms. The signs of the times 
were appalling. Cass saw nothing before 
him but political ruin. He resigned hit 
office, and Black was appointed in his 
place, leaving the law department of the 

other causes of alarm, Floyd had at 
tempted to ship all of the heavy ordnanct 
at Pittsburgh to the South, and was 
checked by the uprising of the people, 
who sent a deputation to Washington to 
inform the President and to enter their 
protest against the movement. 

"In this extremity President Buchanan 
tent for Mr Stanton, and atked him 
wha' he thought about the signs of the 
times. The answer was characteristic: 
" 'You are sleeping on a volcano. T 
ground is mined all around and under 
you and ready to explode, and without 
prompt and energetic action, you will be 
the last President of the United States.' 

" 'Mr. Stanton,' said the feeble old 
man, 'for God's sake, come in and help 
me. The Attorney General's office is va- 
cant. Will you except it? ' 

" If you desire my help I will,' was 
the reply." 

Thit is the story of Mr. Stanton's invi 
tailon to enter the Cabinet as it comes 
from an immediate relative There is no 
reason to doubt that it is told practically 
as it was given in family confidence by 
Mr. Stanton himself. The san.e applies 
to the account of what took place after 
he entered the Cabinet: 

'"the first day of Mr. Stanton's incum- 
bency of the office of Attorney General 
he passed in ferreting out the grand lar- 
ceny of Thompson on the Indian fund. 
When the Cabinet met in the evening. 
Mr. Stanton was late in arriving. As the 
new Attorney General entered, he saw 
Floyd pacing the room, and gesticulating 
furiously in a tempest and whirlwind of 
speech against somebody who had cut 
down his flagstaff, broken off the trun- 
nions of his guns and cut and burned his 
wheels, and so on. Mr. Stanton sat 
down without uttering a word and with 
out pretending to understand what was 
up. When Floyd stopped somebody 
asked: 

" 'What do you think about it. Mr. At 
torney General?' 

" 'About what?' said Mr. Stanton. 

" 'About MaJ. Anderson's breaking up

Heuuion Association. I have prepared a 
brief sketch of the engagements of At- 
lanta, Ezra Church and the Cth of 
August. 

It will be remembered the Sixteenth 
Kentucky took an advanced position on 
the 7tb of August. 

The following morning the enemy's 
skirmishers opened Are ou us, causing us 
considerable annoyance with slight loss 
We held our position in close proximity to 
the enemy until the 12th, at which time 
we were ordered three miles to the right 
and two mileB to the rear, and again on 
the 15th Schofleld ordered Cox's Division 
to the crossing of the Campbelltown and 
East Point roads, when again we built 
earthworks, completing them on the 17th 
after which some of the boys went out 
foraging, bringing in a supply of green 
corn and apples. The old vets will re- 
member we were subsisting on three 
fifths rations at that time. On the 19th 
we moved two miles Southeast. This 
was the extreme point reached in the ad- 
vancing of Sherman's lines, and our posi- 
tion became the pivot on which the 
movement to the South of Atlanta was 
made. Here we eutrenched. skirmishing 
all along the lines day and night Our 
advances were preceded with stubborn 
resistance of cavalry supported by in- 
fantry 

On the 20th the Sixteenth went on a 
recounoisance, lying secreted in a wood- 
land within half a mile of the enemy s 
work, returning 10 camp after dark. 

By the 27ib all of Sherman's army, with

e veterans will remember the train 
that tried to run the blockade. The 
engineer seeing the bluecoats reversed 
the ponderous engine and went back to 
Atlanta. 

We had marched six miles that day 
and routed the enemy, after which wc 
marched North to Rough and Ready and 
went into camp 

The battle of JgSMbOfQ was fought by 
Davis's Division of the Fourteenth Corps 
and Fifteenth. Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
Corps of the Army of the Tennessee. 

During the night of the first after the 
battle Hnrdee withdrew his lines, and 
the Becond Ho id once more assembled 
his army at Lovcjoy Station, while our 
army was in close pursuit developing bis 
lines having heavy skirmishing. 

At 11 o'clock on the 5th of September 
we received orders to march back to 
Atlanta. We marched until sunrise 
when we halted to rest and get breakfast. 
Here wc drew full rations, the first full 
rations we had received for some time. 
We marched to Rough and Heady Sta- 
tion, and here the order whs changed tn 
Decatur, seven miles East of Atlanta on 
the Augusta Railroad. Wc arrived at 
Decatur on the 8th. 

Atlanta having been taken, Sherman 
pulled up stakes and started for the sea, 
passing through the heirt of the South. 
We moved Northward through the 
swamps of the Carolina? where Oreene 
and Gates and Warren and SumpU 
fought the British and Tories in the first 
Rebellion. c. L. o.
